Community faces 
loss of vital 
doctor services

If malpractice insurance premiums rise 486 per cent as they are expected 
next year, most Lompoc doctors will keep their office practice but cease 
performing major surgery and delivering babies, according to a poll taken 
by the Record this week. 
One doctor said she will retire and one doctor said he may enlist in the 
military to practice medicine because of the premium hikes 
What this means to the Lompoc District Hospital is that it will be without 
a medical staff to perform surgery and obstetric services. 
Commenting on this bleak prospect, Ken Wicks, the hospital ad­ 
ministrator. said yesterday. “ I hate to contemplate what the hospital would 
be like under those circumstances.'’ 
What it means to a pregnant woman is that she will have to have her 
baby at home, probably with no doctor present. Or, she could go to the 
hospital’s emergency room for delivery, although this resort would be poor 
medicine,” according to Wicks. 
“ We would do it. but this would be poor medicine,'’ he said “ Delivering a 
baby is not a one-shot deal; it’s a nine-month program.” 
Those doctors who may limit their practice include the five physicians of 
the Valley Medical Group, in addition to Dr. L.E. Heiges, Dr. Lewis 
Campbell Dr. Robert Staff and two doctors who would not say so on the 
record Dr Glenn Skinner and Dr. David J. Ray claim they are undecided on 
what they will do. 
Dr. Skinner remarked. “ If the doctors in California would say they’re go­ 
ing to strike and face the legislature. I would join them.” 
Most Lompoc doctors favor limiting their practice as a solution because 
malpractice premiums are substantially lower when surgery and obstetrics 
are excluded in a policy. Coverage of these two high-risk services are ex­ 
pected to jump from under $10,000 to over $30,000 in January. 
Ten years ago, the coverage was less than $1,000 
Dr. Jean Michels, an orthopedist, who refuses to pay $37,600 in premiums 
for next year, was the only doctor to say she will retire from practicing 
medicine since the hospital will not allow physicians on the staff unless they 
carry their own malpractice insurance coverage. 
“ If I can’t practice without insurance and am locked out of the hospital. 
I’ll probably retire,” she said. 
She explained that without surgery, the income from only an office prac­ 
tice is too small for her and her family to live on. 
Dr. Staff stated he will either try to practice medicine in the military or 
continue practicing in Lompoc without malpractice insurance and get a 
legal divorce from his wife, putting everything in her name to protect 
himself from suits. 
He added, “ My conscience will not allow me to raise my fees. People are 
paying too damn much for medical service now.” 
Dr. Campbell is the only physician who indicates he will deliver babies in 
Lompoc after January. The reason is that his malpractice policy does not 
expire until July 1. 
“ If this problem is not taken care of by then, I’ll stop major surgery and 
obstetrics and only attend to my office practice,” he said. 
One doctor said he will do surgery if the patient signs a waiver of liability. 
His lawyer is presently investigating to determine if such an action would 
be legal. 
But this ploy will be of little use if the hospital loses its three anesthetists. 
The Valley Medical Group furnishes the specialists and will not be renewing 
their insurance policy on this high-risk service. 
The hospital’s board of directors, however, are considering insuring the 
anesthetists. 
This year so far three doctors - Dr. Paul E. Dugre. Dr. Loretta Grossi 
and Dr Wallace S. Marsh — have quit the hospital staff and are continuing 
their office practices minus insurance protection. Dr. Marsh, an eye 
specialist, now says he will renew his policy in January and raise his fees at 
that time. 
Several doctors in Lompoc do not deliver babies or perform surgery, but 
they are increasing patient rates as their premiums go up. One such policy 
is now $800 and shoots up to $4,400 in 1976. 
Dr. Walter B. Anderson terminated his office practice this year because 
of runaway premiums and this same reason was a factor in Dr. James 
Warrick leaving Lompoc to practice medicine in Alaska. Dr. Anderson now 
works full-time in the hospital’s emergency room. 


Senator charges bank 
officers intimidated 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — A senator has 
charged the powerful banks of New York 
City, with millions at stake, are keeping 
other banks from publicly criticizing 
proposals to save the city from default. 
Sen. Adlai E. Stevenson. D-Ill., told 
colleagues Wednesday he was having 
trouble getting out-of-town bankers to 
testify about their opinion of efforts to 
rescue New York. 
“ They do not dare do it because they 
are intimidated by certain banks in New 
York,” Stevenson said. 
Many New York banks have invested 
millions in New York City and state 
bonds. They would suffer heavily if the 
city and the state default, or fail to pay 
debts as they become due. 
Panel rejects 
Ford spending 
ceiling plan 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The House 
Ways and Means Committee today 
rejected President Ford’s proposal to tie 
a spending ceiling to a tax cut, and 
moved toward passage of a Democratic 
plan to continue 1975 tax cuts. 
Twenty-one Democrats on the tax- 
writing committee combined to outvote 
four Democrats and all 12 Republican 
members in defeating a motion by Rep. 
Joe Waggonner, D-La., to delay action on 
a tax cut until the House Budget 
Committee agrees on a fiscal 1977 
spending ceiling. 
The committee then began work on 
chairman A1 Ullman’s proposed $12.7 
billion package which would extend 
current tax cuts at almost exactly the 
same level through 1976. 
If the Ullman plan is eventually ap­ 
proved over an almost certain presiden­ 
tial veto, no family's tax withholding 
rate would change more than $1 or $2 a 
week at most. 
Ford proposed a $28 billion 1976 cut — 
about $11 billion more than current 1975 
cuts — but said he would veto even his 
own cut if it was not accompanied by an 
equal cut in projected federal spending.

Without massive federal help, the city 
is expected to default in December and 
the state could follow in the spring. 
Stevenson's complaint came amid 
other indications of opposition to a 
proposal which would provide a federal 
guarantee for a $5 billion loan to avert 
the city’s default if bankers agree to put 
up an unguaranteed $1 billion. Opponents 
blocked the Senate Banking Committee 
from acting on the bill and Republicans 
boycotted an informal committee 
meeting. 
Last Saturday, David Rockefeller, 
chairman of the Chase Manhattan Bank, 
and the chairmen of six other major 
banks testified against permitting the 
city to default. They acknowledged they 
had a “ self interest” in such a move. 
Stevenson told reporters he did not 
mean the New York bankers had done 
anything “ covert” to silence their out-of- 
town colleagues. 
“ They’re all tied into the larger banks 
and they’re reluctant, they’re scared to 
rock the boat,” he said 
He suggested reporters call Allen 
Stults, chairman of the American 
National Bank in Chicago. Stults con­ 
firmed he would not let his bank staff 
work privately with Stevenson’s staff 


“ It’s because we do not feel qualified 
to counsel with anyone on the solution to 
that very complex problem,” Stults said. 
“ There was an inference drawn that our 
reluctance was due to some form of in­ 
timidation and nothing could be further 
from the truth.” He said his staff lacked 
expertise. 


Stevenson forced a reluctant Chairman 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., to agree to 
reopen hearings. Stevenson said he has 
found a banker with “ guts” who was 
willing to testify. 
The senator, a former Illinois state 
treasurer, said he thinks it might be bet­ 
ter to let the city go bankrupt, reorganize 
its debt, defer repayment and reduce in­ 
terest charges 


A federal loan guarantee might harm 
the nation, he said It might be taken as 
“ evidence of irresponsibility by the 
federal government” which would cause 
"immediate financial collapse in the 
U S ” 


LONDON (U PI) - A suspected Irish 
Republican Army bomb exploded outside 
the London residence of Caroline Ken­ 
nedy today moments before the daughter 
of the late President John F. Kennedy 
was to have left the house. 
The 17-year-old Caroline escaped in­ 
jury but the force of the explosion which 
hit "like an earthquake” killed a 
neighbor out walking his dog and 
wounded six other persons. The bomb 
destroyed the car that was waiting at the 
curb to take Miss Kennedy to an art class 
at Sotheby’s Park Bemet. 
The car belonged to Conservative 
Member of Parliament Hugh Fraser. 57, 
who told reporters he would have left the 
house earlier with Miss Kennedy if he 
had not received a telephone call from 
another M.P to discuss a new British 
trade agreement with Saudi Arabia, 
Russ Venus 
probe may 
be destroyed 


MOSCOW (U PI) - Western scientists 
said today the Soviet Union's latest 
Venus probe has apparently been 
destroyed by the planet's crushing 
atmospheric pressure and heat hot 
enough to melt lead 
But one of the experts described as 
“ extremely valuable and interesting 
the ground level pictures sent back by 
Venus 9, a capsule that parachuted to the 
fiery, cloud-covered Venusian landscape 
Wednesday morning 
The four-month. 26 million-mile 
flight was part of a double-barreled 
probe by the Soviet Union to the earth’s 
nearest planetary neighbor. 
Tass, official Soviet news agency, said 
Venus 10, which began its flight June 14 
— six days after Venus 9 - was expected 
to reach the planet Saturday. 
Tass said Venus 9 sent technical data 
for 53 minutes after landing — three 
minutes longer than a Soviet capsule that 
touched down in 1972 and 30 minutes 
longer than the first soft landing in 1970

Miss Kennedy was in an upstairs 
bedroom when the explosion came and 
Fraser said she was not injured although 
the blast shattered windows m the house 
in the fashionable district She showed 
signs of strain, however 
The blast was so powerful that it flip­ 
ped the car on its back, with flames 
shooting 50 feet high It took firemen 
more than four hours to put out the blaze 
The dead man was identified as Prof 
Gordon H 
Fairly, a cancer research 
specialist with four children, who lived 
next door His dog was killed, too. and 
their bodies blown into the 15 feet of 
front yard separating the Fraser house 
from the street. 
The explosion shook houses 300 yards 
awav 
But none of the injured was 
seriously hurt— only one required 


hospitalization, for shock 
This latest in a series of IRA bombings 
in London shattered windows throughout 
the Fraser home and knocked him off a 
chair Miss Kennedy was said to have 
been in her bedroom Fraser's wife. 
Lady Antonia, a noted historian, wasn t 
believed to be at home 
It was not immediately clear whether 
the bomb was attached to the car or 
placed on the street beneath it in the 
fashionable neighborhood where many 
government officials and diplomats 
reside 
Miss Kennedy and the Fraser family 
left the house shortly after the blast to 
stay with friends nearby She was de­ 
scribed by a witness as “ a little bit ner­ 
vous ” and informed Sotheby’s she would 
not attend class today 
Miss Kennedv arrived in London a 


month ago for an eight-month art course 
The bomb exploded at 8 53 a m on 
tree-lined Campiden Hill Square One of 
the injured was a Fraser servant. Tessia 
Oandasan. 32, of the Philippines, who 
suffered shock and was the only victim 
hospitalized 
The police had two theories on the 
motive for the bombing 


- That it was in retaliation for the life 
sentences given Wednesday to four IRA 
bombers convicted of murder in pub 
bombings that killed 12 persons earlier 
this year 


That it was aimed at Fraser, a sup­ 
porter of Ireland as retribution for the 
Irish government s refusal to give in to 
the demands of the besieged kidnapers of 
Dutch businessman Tiede Herrema in

Increased Beirut fighting crushes 
hopes for release of Americans 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) 
Rival 
Lebanese militias traded rocket, mortar 
and machine gun fire across a deserted 
and frightened Beirut today, crushing 
hopes for a quick release of two 
Americans kidnaped by leftist gunmen 
A U. S. Embassy spokesman said a 
third American was also kidnaped 
Wednesday in a separate incident, but 
his release later was negotiated by 
authorities The spokesman said the vic­ 
tim had requested that he not be iden­ 
tified and that no details of the incident 
be released 
Heavy fighting between rival Christian 
and Moslem militias raged through 
central and eastern Beirut, killing 11 
persons and wounding 13 
A rocket-propelled grenade slammed 
into the fourth floor wing of the uptown 
Holiday Inn Wednesday night, causing 
some damage but no casualties 
Lebanese officials tried to contact the 
kidnapers of the Americans Charles 
Gallagher. 44 
of Roanoke, Va . and 
William Dykes Jr., 65. of San Jose, 
Calif, but they said they were pes­ 
simistic about an early release 
They said renewed bloodshed, in­ 
cluding the death of a Palestinian of­ 
ficer. and a wave of other kidnapings 
made the rescue effort more difficult 
Beirut radio said all streets in the 
bomb-shattered capital were unsafe 


Parliament convened in emergency 
session to discuss the crisis but only 20 
out of the 99 deputies showed up 


Most deputies were cut off from the 
downtown building by the heavy fighting 
and sniper fire that raged in the streets 
and squares nearby 


Christian and Moslem militias have 
fought with little letup for the past six 
weeks, killing over 600 persons and 
wounding an estimated 1.500 


Radio Beirut said 47 of the kidnap vic­ 
tims were released through government 
mediation Wednesday, but the 


Americans were not in the group 
The two officials of the U S Informa 
tion Agency were seized at a roadblock 
in the mixed. Moslem-Christian neigh­ 
borhood of Corniche Mazaraa Wednes­ 
day while traveling to work 
two Lebanese women working for the 


agenev were allowed to go free and 
reported the abduction to the embassy 
A source close to the government said

asked Rains. 
“ Besides energy conserva­ 
tion, the use of returnable con­ 
tainers would mean a signifi­ 
cant savings to the consumer, a 
fact that any shopper who has 
compared the prices of 
equivalent returnable and non- 
returnable bottles can verify at 
the local supermarket,” con­ 
tinued the Senator. 
Opponents of the legislation, 
primarily spokesmen of the 
malt beverage industry, 
predicted that passage of 
Rains’ bill would cau.se a loss of 
jobs in certain beverage- 
manufacturing segments of the 
industry. But Rains emphasized 
that a returnable system, based 
on experiences in Oregon and 
el.sewhere, should, in fact, 
produce a net increase in both 
profits and jobs for the industry 
at no extra cost to the con­ 
sumer. 
“ This Is due to the fact that 
we are talking about a shift 
from a system that emphasizes 
the wa.ste of energy and raw 
materials, to a system that 
emphasizes the human energy 
or labor n ecessary for 
recycling,” concluded Rains 
The next hearing on the 
measure. Preprint Senate Bill 
4. coauthored by Senators Peter 
Behr and Anthony Beilenson, 
will be held in San Francisco on 
December 10.

Efforts of Morningstar Farm 
Inc to validate a rehabilitation 
program for young persons on a 
Lompoc Valley ranch property 
met with failure yesterday, as 
the County Planning Commis­ 
sion voted 6-1 to deny the appli­ 
cant a county conditional use 
permit 
Commissioner Robert Lilley 
of Lompoc based his motion of 
denial largely on the fact that 
the project was strongly op­ 
posed by the entire farming 
community in the Domingos 
Road, Santos Road and Mail 
Road areas between Lompoc 
and Buellton 
Neighbors. 57 of whom signed 
a petition protesting the ap­ 
plication by Jesse I> Cortez, 
Morningstar Farm director, 
testified that, among other 
things, ‘‘they feared the 
presence of long-haired per­ 
sons” in their neighborhood 
who stood in need of rehabilita­ 
tion from drug use or other 
causes 


The 50-acre property involved 
is north of State Highway 246 
bordering Domingos and Santos 
Roads and lying east of and 
parallel to Mail Road. Cortez 
said as many as 20 persons have 
resided on the property in the 
past but that he was now seek­ 
ing a permit for only 10 young 
persons aged 18 to 26 for 
rehabilitation purposes who 
would live on the property with 
his family of six and four 
counselors 


An earlier request by original 
owners of the property to 
“ train” 40 young persons to 
work the property had been 
turned down by the planning 
commission and neighbors in­ 
cluding Mrs. George Domingos 
who said the project “ has been 
in violation all the way.” 
The denial, according to the 
planning staff, now means that 
Cortez, his wife and four 


children can continue to reside 
on the ranch and may hire 
whatever help they need as any 
farmer in the area can do as 
well as invite guests to the 
premises 
Morningstar Farm was 
shown to be affiliated with Casa 
de Vida, “ a Santa Barbara 
based Christian oriented 
rehabilitation organization, 
said Cortez He said Casa de 
Vida processes persons to go to 
Morningstar and that revenues 
from the farm, it was hoped, 
would help Casa de Vida’s func­ 
tions 
Three neighbors and a Santa 
Ynez Valley man who owns 
property near Morningstar 
testified against the applica­ 
tion in addition to Mrs. 
Domingos, who said that while 
she was sympathetic to the 
cause of the applicant, “ we 
can’t let our children walk back 
and forth to their grand­ 
mother’s anymore as these peo­ 
ple (from Morningstar) do walk 
about the area” 
There was testimony from 
Barney C Ruben. John Jansson 
and Joe Foss in addition to Mrs 
Domingos 
Ruben said Morningstar from 
what he had heard had “ suf­ 
fered from lack of money from 
the beginning” and that owners 
were in arrears in taxes and 
mortgage payments 
Jansson 
said “ seeing long-haired kids 
and girls standing around there 
worries us — we're kind of 
afraid.” Foss, of Santa Ynez 
Valley, said he owned property 
near Morningstar and had 
sought to build a home there for 
one of his children but “ they 
were afraid to have a home 
there and try to raise children. ” 
Ruben 
said 
he 
had 
represented the people who had 
sold the property to three cou­ 
ples. including several Santa 
Barbara teachers, in the 
original Morningstar concept 


He declared that when he heard 
that the property was under 
foreclosure not long ago he went 
to investigate and backed away 
when he “ saw a man sitting in 
the window with a shotgun’’ at 
the farm Cortez, replying to 
this, said there was no shotgun 
owned at the farm, only a 22 
caliber rifle which he kept 
safeguarded and used to kill 
hawks 
Cortez claims back taxes 
were paid up and a check was 
being made out to take care of 
back payments on notes. 
Cortez claimed that “ fears 
have mushroomed to the extent

TOKYO (UPI) - Communist 
party chairman Mao Tse-tung 
appeared to be firmly in control 
of China during talks with 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer, it was reported today. 


A senior U.S. official in Kis­ 
singer’s party said the 81-year 
old elder statesm an seemed to 
be far from the powerless pup­ 
pet described by some China 
watchers. 


The official said Mao knew 
exactly what had been said in 
all Kissinger’s earlier talks 
with Vice Prem ier Teng Hsiao- 
ping and Foreign M inister 
Chiao Kuan-hua. 
Mao must have read tran­ 
scripts of the meetings because 
his knowledge was too ency­ 
clopedic to have been drawn 
from oral briefings, the official 
said. 
The senior official said Mao 
appeared in good health and 
showed off his rudim entary 
knowledge of English with such 
phrases as “ welcome,” “ good 
talk” and “ yes.” 
The sen io r o ffic ia l said 
China’s No. 2 man — Prem ier 
Chou En-lai — has faded from 
the political scene. He is 
reportedly hospitalized with a 


heart condition 
Kissinger, who saw Chou on 
all of his previous trips to Pek­ 
ing. did not manage to visit the 
ailing. 77-year-old premier this 
time. 


The secretary got a personal 
m essage from Chou, however, 
and sent a bouquet of flowers in 
return, the official said. 


The senior official said the 
United States was as surprised 
by Teng’s rise to power. He has 
become China’s main adminis­ 
trator with Mao shunning the 
day-to-day 
running of the 
country. 
Teng. a 5-foot-2, 72-year-old, 
spent six years in the political 
wilderness after being bounced 
from power during the “ cultur­ 
al revolution" of the 1960s. 
His star fell so low that he 
was listed by the U.S. State 
Department only four years ago 
as one of China’s “ living dead" 
political figures. 
But Teng — said to be a 
protege of Chou — now holds 
top posts in the party, govern­ 
ment and arm y. The senior of­ 
ficial said one of the m ysteries 
the United States would like to 
learn is the makeup of the 
power picture below Teng. 


Irish kidnaper in offer

Gallagher asked to talk to 
Justice Minister Patrick Coo­ 
ney, Dutch Ambassador Felix 
Raalte and a police chief to 
negotiate his companion’s free- 
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dom. 


The sources said Gallagher, 
27, told police he had 2,000 
rounds of am m unition and 
several guns in case he had to 
shoot it out with police and 
army troops surrounding the 
hideout. 


There was no official confir­ 
mation of Gallagher’s offer. 
But the sources said at no time 
did the former leader of an 
Irish Republican Army unit ask 
for safe conduct for himself.

Lompoc and Vandenberg area 
CB radio operators have good 
news in the form of new. more 
relaxed operating rules from 
the Federal Communications 
Commission. 
According to Lompoc- 
Vandenberg REACT Team, the 
changes are intended to 
simplify operating procedures 
and make it easier for every 
( Her to operate in full com­ 
pliance of FCC rules. 
The Lompoc-Vandenberg 
REACT Team is an organiza­ 
tion of volunteers providing 
emergency communications us­ 
ing Citizens two-way radio. It 
is affiliated with REACT Inter­ 
national, Inc., an independent 
non-profit 
public service 
organization, headquartered in 
Chicago, Illinois. 
REACT Team President 
Gordon Bullard pointed out. 
‘The major objective of the 
changes is to encourage 
operators 
to 
identify 
themselves by using the ECC 
assigned call sign,” The follow­ 
ing summarizes the most 
significant changes, and in­ 
terpreted by REACT Inter­ 
national Headquarters: 
1 
Restrictions on the con­ 
tents of transmissions are 
greatly reduced. Prohibitions of 
'hobby" communications are 
removed What this means is 
that the Commission will not be 
enforcing rules regarding what 
<i person says on CB except 
profanity, playing music, sell­ 
ing merchandise, etc This is a 
highly significant change 
designed to eliminate the fear 
of identification. No longer will 
discussion of equipment; radio 
checks or "chit-chat” result in 
violation notices. Transmis­ 
sions in excess of 150-miles 
("skip") continue to be illegal 
2. Now any licensee can call 
any other licensee on any chan 
ncl 
3 Channel 11 becomes an of­ 
ficial call channel This is for 
calling and contact only 
4. Station identification is 
now required only for own call 
letters and one does not have to 
state the call letters of the 
party to whom they are speak­ 
ing This is to encourage all 
operators to identify properly 
using call letters "Handles” 
may be used in addition to call 
letters 
5 
Length of transmission 
time is retained at five 
minutes, but the interval 
between transmission is 
reduced from five minutes to 
one minute 
6 Relaying communications 
for others is now permitted. 
The length of the relay is 
limited to no more than the 150- 
mile distance from the origin of 


communications. 
7 Antenna height restrictions 
now apply equally to receiving 
antennas as well as transmit­ 
ting antennas 
Channel 9 continues to be 
reserved for motorist as­ 
sistance and emergency com­ 
munications. With Channels 9 
and 11 reserved for emergency 
and calling purposes, respec­ 
tively. the wide spread use of 
Channel 10 by truckers and 
other moving vehicles is in­ 
advertently interfering with 
operations on Channel 9 and 
will interfere with the calling 
procedures 
on 
Channel 11 The FCC specifical­ 
ly “ recommends that Citizens 
Radio users or members of the 
traveling public volunteer a 
good faith effort to prevent un­ 
intentional ‘bleed over 
in­ 
terference by reducing opera­ 
tions on channels adjacent to 
Channel 9 on the Citizens Radio 
Service. It is recommended 
that all highway travelers com­ 
municate on a permissible 
channel other than Channel 10. 
preferably on several channels 
removed from Channels 9 and 
11.” 
This suggests the possibility 
of extending the present use of 


Channel 19 by Western truckers 
for use by all moving vehicles 
in the U S and Canada

Red Cross furnished Santa Barbara 
County people with numerous services 
which helped individuals and com­ 
munities cope with actual and potential 
emergencies, in the year ended June 30, 
according to the annual report of Santa 
Barbara County chapter, just issued. 
“ In spite of severe funding and 
operational problems, including a reduc­ 
tion in staff at chapter headquarters, 
new avenues of service were opened up 
and traditional services were ex­ 
panded,” said Robert Dullea, last year’s 
board chairman. 
Individual memberships reached a 
record total, 3,105. The people were 
served by 1,144 volunteers working on 
specific projects. 
Staff members and volunteers gave 
15,185 hours in helping members of the 
military forces, their family members 
and veterans. There were 928 case ser­ 
vices and 1,312 other services; 653 were 
served more than once. Red Cross was 
called for help by 687 men and women on 
active service. 53 veterans and 95 
civilians 
In cooperation with city and county of­ 
ficials, the disaster preparedness and 
relief committee continued plans to con­ 
front problems that will arise in event of 
a major earthquake, flood, tornado or 
fire Quake-resistant buildings have been 
assigned as shelters and volunteers 
trained to man them In Santa Barbara 
alone, 17 shelters are available for the 
homeless. 
Lifesaving activities included the 
training of 2,626 persons (including 1,269 
in the schools) in first aid. Instruction 
was given by 83 persons, and 59 new in­ 
structors were certified. Red Cross cer­ 
tified 724 beginners in water safety and 
515 persons in 50 lifesaving classes. 
From beginning levels through instruc­ 
tor ratings, 2,707 certificates were issued 
by 122 active volunteer water safety in­ 
structors who taught 453 classes. 
Seventy-two participated in the swim-to- 
stav-fit program and 124 were certified 
as 50-mile swimmers. 
Instructors taught four courses in 
home nursing and certified 36 persons, 
gave seven courses on preparation for 
parenthood and issue 69 certificates Six 
courses in mother's aide’ were given to 


to these themes.

Trustee Robert Beaver, who 
led several unsuccessful reduc­ 
tion moves, predicted that the 
request would make the system 
"look foolish to the legislature, 
the governor and the public at 
large."

Localize 
welfare, 
says Reagan 


HAUPPAUGE, L.I. (UPI) - 
Ronald Reagan, appearing at a 
Republican dinner on Long 
Island, has called for turning 
welfare over to state and local 
administrations in a position 
contrary to that of many urban 
politicians. 
"You do not nationalize 
w elfare, you localize it," 
Reagan told a news conference 
Wednesday before speaking at 
the Suffolk County Republican 
Committee’s $100-a-plate fund­ 
raiser at the Colonie Hill in 
Hauppauge, L.I. 
"There is no way that a little 
band of elite in the nation’s 
capitol can make rules and 
regulations that will fit every 
place. New York, Montana, 
California and Wyoming are all 
different," the former Cali­ 
fornia governor said. 
Reagan said that if the 
f e d e r a l 
g o v e rn m e n t 
disasso ciated 
itse lf from 
welfare "there could be a very 
sizeable tax cut at the local 
level.” 
Some local governments, he 
said, might choose to eliminate 
some programs, "but the peo­ 
ple would decide that.” 
Many political leaders have 
called for a federal assumption 
of all welfare costs to lift the 
burdens from the cities. 


Daughter's 
death asked 
by mother 


MORRISTOWN, N.J. (UPI) 
— Karen Ann (juinlan loved 
life, but would not approve of 
the artificial means now keep­ 
ing her alive, her mother says. 
"Life was important to her 
and the way she could live it 
was important to her," Mrs. 
Julia Quinlan said of Karen, 21, 
who has been in a coma since 
April 14, when she mixed drugs 
and alcohol during a birthday 
party for a friend. 
Mrs. Quinlan, generally com­ 
posed during her testimony 
before Morris County Judge 
Robert Muir, said Karen told 
her, "Please mommy, don’t let 
them keep me alive like that." 
The Quinlan family complet­ 
ed its testimony Wednesday in 
an emotional trial on a request 
to disconnect a respirator that 
has kept Karen breathing since 
April. Mrs. Quinlan and her 
husband, Joseph, said Karen 
should be allowed to "die with 
grace and dignity." Doctors 
have testified there is virtually 
no chance for her recovery. 
Attorneys opposing the un­ 
precedented request were to 
call their witnesses today. 
Mrs. Quinlan said Karen told 
her three times that she would 
not want to be kept alive by an 
artificial device — when one of 
Karen’s friends died, when a 
family friend died, and when 
the girl’s Aunt Evelyn died. 
"K aren would not refuse 
medical care, but if she had to 
be kept alive by extraordinary 
means, she would not want 
that,” Mrs. Quinlan said 
Ralph Porzio, attorney for 
Miss Quinlan’s two doctors, 
argued th a t to g ran t the 
family’s request would leave 
.‘‘hundreds and thousands of 
people unprotected" from such 
an action.

Center sues 
Alex Comfort 


SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - 
Alex Comfort, scholar and 
author of the best-selling "The 
Joy of Sex," has been sued by 
the Center for the Study of 
Dem ocratic Institutions for 
$3 08 million for publishing a 
sequel with the title, "More Joy 
of Sex." 
The action, revealed Wednes­ 
day, is a countersuit in Superior 
C o u rt a g a in st C o m fo rt’s 
$406,000 lawsuit against the 
center for breach of contract. 
Com fort, a distinguished 
British gerontologist who was 
then a senior fellow at the 
Center, gave it 20 per cent of 
royalty income from the sales 
of "Joy of Sex” to help it 
through a shortage of money. 
The best seller netted the in­ 
stitution at least $93,000 by his 
count, keeping the center finan­ 
cially afloat for months, but its 
continuing financial troubles 
forced it to scale down ac­ 
tivities and move almost all 
operations to Chicago i^ May, 
1974. Comfort sued for bieach 
of contract, charging that the 
Center no longer exists in the 
form with which he made a con­ 
tract.

Department of Food and 
Agriculture, which sets produc­ 
er and retail prices of milk in 
i'alifornia. has at various times 
favored selected interests in 
setting milk prices 
'Whenever government con­ 
trols prices and, indirectly, 
production of a commodity in 
the public interest, decision 
making tends to favor selected 
interests." f*ost said 


“ The department has been 
responsive to various interests 
at different times and it can be 
speculated that this has been 
more influential than the large 
amounts of vague policy and 
regulatory language in the 
codes." it said 


A recent HIM report pointed 
out that certificates — com­ 
monly called quota 
permit­ 
ting dairymen to sell their milk 
at a premium price had gained 
enormous value since they were 
issued six years ago under a 
state pooling act 
The sheets of paper have 


created an esoteric multi- 
million dollar exchange market 
where dairy farmers boufd^t 
and sold the quota rights Of­ 
ficials estimated the certifi­ 
cates which were issued with­ 
out cost now were worth l.'iOO 
million 
The system allows some 
dairymen to sell virtually all 
their milk for drinking pur­ 
poses. which brings the highest 
price, while others can only .sell 
a portion or none at that 
premium Orade A price 
“ F’ooling is now being operat­ 
ed by government and it should 
be operated to reflect the public 
interest." f*ost’s report said. 
“ The current pooling mech­ 
anism does not do this because 
it both restricts competition for 
the higher quota revenues and 
tends to protect the higher cost 
producer” 
Oitics of the state milk- 
pricing program, which in­ 
cludes controls at the producer 
and retail levels, say it keeps 
the price of milk higher than it 
would be on a free market.

WASHINGTON (UP!) 
The 
nation’s major producers of 
baby food said today they 
believe the lead content in their 
products has been reduced to 
safe levels 


Some company officials also 
believe the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration’s recently an­ 
nounced plan to give “ in­ 
creased p rio rity to its 
regulatory program to reduce 
lead levels in canned food for 
children” will be aimed 
primarily at adult-type food 
eaten by youngsters — not at 
baby food 


Officials of the three major 
domestic baby food makers - 
Baker Beech-Nut Corp., H J 
Heinz Co., and Gerber Products 
Co — told UPI they believe 
news dispatches based on the 
original FDA announcement 
last week unfairly singled out 
baby foods 


The FDA report, while con­ 
cluding that heavy metals in 
foods do not pose a general 
hazard to the American public, 
said total lead intake for 
children who also Ingest the 
metal from sources besides 
food — such as the air and 


water 
- “ could present a 
potential problem " 


Because of that, it said, it 
was developing a priority 
program aimed at “ reducing 
still further lead concentrations 
in baby and Infant food and (the 
program) also will be directed 
toward reducing lead levels in 
canned foods Intended for 
adults but frequently eaten by 
children” 


The FDA also said that while 
its tests of juices packed for in­ 
fant consumption made during 
1973 showed lead concentra­ 
tions. the industry had since 
reported lead levels in such 
products today are about half 
what they were when the tests 
were made 


The baby food manufacturers 
said they felt the FDA release 
failed to point out the over­ 
whelming majority of their 
products are packaged in jars, 
not cans

He is trying to get Congress 
to disapprove the shipment of 
$32 million worth of Sidewinder 
air-to-air missiles to the Per­ 
sian Gulf state. 
The State Department plans 
to defend the sale, at a congres­ 
sional hearing Friday, on the 
grounds 
Kuwai t 
feels 
threatened by Iraq, with which 
it has already had military 
clashes over several offshore 
islands 
Hamilton said in an interview 
he is deeply concerned over 
large military sales to Kuwait 
and to the Persian Gulf general­ 
ly 
The Renter for Defense Infor­ 
mation, a private research 
group, estimates the United 
States has sold $10 billion in 
arms to Persian Gulf states 
since 1973. Congressional 
sources estimate arms sales 
there have been running at over 
$4 billion a year in 1974 and 
1975.

In this case, both committees 
were told on Friday, Oct. 10, at 
6 p.m., congressional sources 
said, hours after Congress had 
adjourned for its week-long 
Columbus Day recess That ate 
up a week of Congress’ time to 
act.

"I don't suspect that was an 
innocent move on the part of 
the administration," Hamilton 
told UPI. 


Under the administration’s 
proposal, the United States 
would deliver 50 missiles a 
month to Kuwait, beginning in 
September, 1977. These would 
be fitted to 30 A4 Skyhawk 
bombers which Kuwait has 
purchased. Hamilton says this 
plus follow-on contracts would 
amount to $800 million in arms 
sales to Kuwait. 


He said he also objected to 
the sale because the New 
Jersey-sized oil-producing state 
has been a strong supporter of 
the Palestine Liberation Organ­ 
ization. 


SACRAMENTO (U P I)- T h e 
chairman of Assembly fact­ 
finding hearings says experts 
have not made a convincing 
scientific case that nuclear 
reactors are safe 
But Assemblyman Charles 
Warren, D-Los Angeles, said 
the decision whether to proceed 
with nuclear power plant 
development is not a scientific 
question anyway, but whether 
risks are socially and politically 
acceptable 
At Wednesday’s conclusion of 
the fourth in a series of hear­ 
ings into the nuclear power 
plants ballot initiative. War­ 
ren's committee on Energy, 
Land Use and Resources, had 
heard from 20 expert witnesses, 
most of them opposed to the in­ 
itiative and in support of 
further nuclear development 
“The testimony has not as­ 
sured members of the com­ 
mittee there is no reason for 
concern about nuclear reac­ 
tors." he told reporters 


“The case for being concer­ 
ned," he added, "has been 
made from those who tell us not 
to be concerned ’’ 


Warren’s comments came in 
response to a newsman’s ques­ 
tion on whether it appeared that 
many of the most articulate ad­ 
vocates of nuclear power 
agreed in part with opponents 
that there was uncertainty in 
reactor safety. 
Since there is agreement on 
many of the basic facts of reac­ 
tor safety, Warren said. "This 


is not a scientific question 
Even scientists are making 
their decisions on social and 
political acceptance of risk " 
Both supporters and oppo­ 
nents of the initiative said they 
were satisfied the hearings 
were successful in producing 
reliable information to help 
voters decide the initiative next 
June. 
The hearings are to resume 
next week with more testimony 
on reactor safety 
At Wednesday's session, an 
executive of Westinghouse 
Electric Corp was accused by 
a committee member of offer­ 
ing 
“hollow" reassurances 
that nuclear reactors were 
safe 
W H Arnold Jr., a general 
manager for the company, 
testified the danger from 
nuclear reactors was less than 
from conventional power 
plants 
But under repeated question­ 
ing by the committee, he said 


his firm would seek an exten­ 
sion of federal limits on the 
financial liability of the nuclear 
industry in the event of a reac­ 
tor accident 
Arnold was challenged why 
the industry should not carry 
full liability insurance like 
other businesses if reactors 
were indeed as safe as claimed 
"Hollow is the word that 
comes to my mind when you 
claim reactors are safe." said 
Assemblyman Barry Keene. D- 
Eurek3 
Keene said the industry’s sup­ 
port for the $560 million 
liability limit per nuclear acci­ 
dent "hurts your public rela­ 
tions and your credibility." 
The initiative would require 
reactor safety systems and 
waste disposal methods be cer­ 
tified as adequatebvtwo- thirds 
votes of the legislature in 1979 
and 1981 Otherwise, new plants 
could not be built and existing 
reactors would have to limit 
operations

BOSTON (UPI) — Sparky Anderson 
can at last call his Cincinnati Reds “ the 
best darn team in baseball.” But if the 
Reds are No. 1, the Boston Red Sox are 
the closest “ second” you’ll find. 


It took six knock-down ball games plus 
nine innings of the deciding seventh for 
the Reds to finally win their first World 
Series championship since 1940 They 
won the “ big one” in their own style—on 
their last at-bats. 


“ There are 27 outs allotted to us in a 
game.” shouted Joe Morgan, whose 
ninth inning bloop single to center scored 
Ken Griffey with the winning run in 
Wednesday night’s 4-3 victory over the 
Red Sox “ Nobody’s got to tell us how or 
when we’ve got to use ’em.” 
During the regular season the Reds 
won 27 games (including the last one) on 
their last at-bats 
“ Now I can go home and say, We’re 
the best,’” Morgan said. 
For seven innings there was little to in­ 
dicate the Reds were the best. The Red 
Sox scored three runs in the third on a 
rare streak of Don Gullett wildness and 
were nursing a 3-2 lead into the seventh. 


The Reds won it in the ninth when 
Boston Manager Darrell Johnson was 
forced to use a rookie pitcher in a most 
crucial situation. 


Having pinch-hit for one of his two 
bullpen specialists, Jim Willoughby the 
inning before. Johnson sent rookie 
southpaw Jim Burton out to face the 
Reds in the ninth 


Burton walked leadoff batter Griffey, 
who was sacrificed to second and then 
got pinchhitter Dan Driessen to ground 
out. But after walking Rose (voted the 
series’ Most Valuable Player with 10 
hits), Morgan lofted a down and away 
pitch to center, scoring Griffey with 
what became the winning run. 
“ He (Burton) made a good pitch and 
all I tried to do was stay with it,” 
Morgan said. “ It had to be a good pitch, 
because if it wasn’t I’d have hit a line 
drive instead of a blooper." 
The Reds got the spark they needed in 
the sixth when Tony Perez belted a two- 
out two-run homer. 
The Red Sox should have been out of 
the sixth inning, when with one out and 
Rose on first. Bench hit a grounder to 


short. Rick Burleson threw to Denny 
Doyle for the force on Rose at second but 
Doyle threw wildly to first and Bench 
wound up safe at second. Tony Perez 
then hit a 1-0 Bill Lee “ hanger” over the 
wall in left to make it 3-2. 
“ I’ve blown double plays before,” said 
Doyle, “ and I promise you I’ll do it again 
before I retire. But if that play ever 
comes up again in the same circum­ 
stances ... I assure you. I’ll make it 
blindfolded ” 
“ Mv first two home runs in the Series 
were great,” said Perez, who had been 
batting only .174, “ but this one was the 
best ever in my career. It got us back in 
the ballgame.” 
In the seventh, after walking Griffey, 
Lee left the game with a blister on his 
thumb and Roger Moret came on for 
Boston Griffey stole second and Moret 
walked pinch-hitter Ed Armbrister. 
Rose came up and singled to center for 
the tie. 
Anderson and Johnson used a record 52 
pitchers in the Series and it was 23-year- 
old lefty Will McEnaney who was the 
last— getting the last three Red Sox out 
in the ninth.

LOS ANGELES (UPI) — When Merlin Olsen came to the Los 


Angeles Rams from Utah State in 1962. the coach w as Bob Water- 
field. 
The names on that ’62 Ram team included Jon Arnett, Dick Bass, 
Jim Phillips, Frank Varrichione, Charley Britt, Danny Villanueva, 
Lindon Crow, Jack Pardee, Mike Henry, Eddie Meador and Ollie 
Matson 
Fourteen years later, Olsen is still playing and he’s part of a 
defensive front four that may be the best in pro football. Notre 
Dame’s Mike Fanning, a 22-year-old defensive tackle from Notre 
Dame, was the Rams’ No. 1 draft choice last winter and he’s 
Olsen’s heir apparent 
The NFL career of the last holdover of the Rams’ once-famous 
Fearsome Foursome is nearing an end. Olsen contemplated retire­ 
ment during the offseason but decided last February to play 
another year. 
Olsen, 35, became a regular in the Rams’ third exhibition game 
14 years ago and he’s been a starter since. 
“I feel very good and that’s fortunate,” he smiled ‘i ’ve taken a 
lot of shots over the years and I ’m pleased to be in one piece and 
still move around out there 
‘‘I don’t think I ’ve ever been perfectly satisfied with a game or a 
season and there are a lot of things I ’d like to be doing better now 
But, fortunately, there are a lot of things I ’m doing well. 
“Comparing this year to other seasons, I ’d say I ’m playing the 
kind of football I would have expected to play.” 
When the Rams, 4-1, host the 1-4 New Orleans Saints Sunday, it 
will be the 176th consecutive league game in which Olsen has 
started and his 186th league contest. He was sidelined for two 
games late in his rookie season because of a groin injury. 
The Rams’ articulate No. 74 has been chosen to play in the Pro 
Bowl in each of his 13 previous seasons although a knee injury 
forced him to miss the all-star game in 1971. 
He’s playing under his fifth head coach. Chuck Knox. Harland 
Svare, George Allen and Tommy Prothro followed Waterfield as 
Ram coaches. 
“There are a lot of great moments to look back on,” said Olsen, 
“but, hopefully, the greatest hasn’t taken place yet. That’s to leave 
the field after winning a Super Bowl.” 
The Rams are leading the NFC West by two games with four 
straight wins — after an opening season defeat at Dallas — but 
they haven’t been impressive although they whipped the Atlanta 
Falcons 28-7 Sunday. 
The Ram offense has sputtered while the defense has played 
marvelously. 
Said Olsen; ‘‘I really believe it’s the most talented Ram team 
I’ve ever been on but, unfortunately, we haven’t played like the 
most talented Ram team up to now. 
“We haven’t given the appearance of being a Super Bowl team 
but I haven’t lost my confidence. I still feel we definitely have a 
shot at being there in January. If we don’t get there, it’ll be our 
own fault.” 
The 6-5, 270-pound veteran didn’t play on a winning Ram team 
until Allen took over from Svare in 1966. There’s been just one los­ 
ing season for the Rams since, 6-7-1 under Prothro in 1972. 
Under Knox, the Rams have finished 12-2 and 104 the past two 
years. They have two straight NFC West titles. 
Olsen’s first Ram club in ’62 went 1-12-1. 


BOSTON (U P I) - There 
were no tears in the Boston Red 
Sox’ dressing room. Only pride 
And an optimistic feeling they 
will be back in the World 
Series 
They lost an opportunity to 
end a 57-year jinx in World 
Series play Wednesday night 
when they were beaten by the 
Cincinnati Reds 4-3 in the 
decisive seventh game in the 
ninth inning.

A’s They won three champion­ 
ships in a row and got better 
with each year as their players 
got more confident. 


“With a few improvements, 
and that’s for management to 
decide. I think we can be up 
there for several more seasons. 
We have nothing to be ashamed 
of. I ’m just sorry for the fans 
who wanted a championship. 
We’ll definitely be in this for 
the next few years.” 


“We weren't beaten badly,” 
said catcher Carlton Fisk. “It 
all comes down to one run they 
scored more than we did.

An end to litter? 


Several years ago, the state 
of Oregon instituted a law 
which made it much more 
profitable for the user of can­ 
ned or bottled beverages to 
return the can or bottle than to 
discard it along the road. That 
law has decreased litter in 
Oregon, to date, by 72 per 
cent. 
Senator Omer Rains of Ven­ 
tura, who represents the dis­ 
trict of which Lompoc is a 
part, has introduced legisla­ 
tion much like that passed in 
Oregon and we support him 
fully. 
Senator Rains’ bill would 
mandate a minimum five cent 
deposit, with certain excep­ 
tions, on all soft drink and 
malt beverage containers dis­ 
pensed in the State of Califor­ 
nia. Thus, to get your five 
cents back, one would neces­ 
sarily have to return the can 
or bottle to a liquor store 
rather than to the trash or 
roadway. 
Because a returnable con­ 
tainer system involves some 
changes in the beverage in­ 
dustry and a redistribution of 
jobs, Rains expects some very 
active opposition to his bill. 


However, Rains points out 
that there would be no loss of 
profits or jobs in the industry 
as a whole, and in fact would 
result in a substantial savings 
in energy. 
The Lompoc Record feels 
very strongly that this type of 
bill is long overdue in our 
state. The amounts of cans and 
bottles one finds on beaches 
and in our mountains, in the 
sand and in burned out camp 
fires as well as along our 
highways, is truly remarkable 
and outrageous. We have long 
expressed our exasperation 
with those who have no 
problem carrying cans and 
bottles when full, and who find 
it ever more difficult, ap­ 
parently, to carry those same 
cans and bottles when empty, 
and discard them where ap­ 
plicable. 
Senator Rains certainly 
faces a long uphill battle over 
bottles. Support for his posi­ 
tion from those who agree 
with the need he is trying to 
fill might let him know. Hear­ 
ings such as those the Senator 
has scheduled can be lonely af­ 
fairs ... acknowledged support 
helps.

Name of the game... 


One of the things that seems to be 
emerging in the continuing agonizing 
over what to do with the school district’s 
$1.6 million windfall fund is compromise. 
That note was struck more than a year 
ago when the district used several 
hundred thousand dollars of the original 
$1.9 million to reduce the size of a 
threatened tax raise 
by 50 cents. 
But the compromise 
note was sounded even 
«stronger, 
Tuesday, 
when the administra­ 
tion held a study ses­ 
sion with the school 
board Rejected was a 
long list of proposals 
for capital outlay, 
most of them near and 
dear to the hearts of 
various segments of 
the educational com­ 
munity Included in the list of proposals 
that got the ax where a number 
suggested by the elementary school prin­ 
cipals group, such as programs for the 
slow learner, and construction of a 
therapeutic pool at Martha Negus 
Orthopedic Center to name only two. 
Also shelved was carpeting for various 
facilities. 
The problem, then, has been not how to 
spend the money, but on what. 
Schools Supt. Clarence Bloom has 
come up with a list of recommendations 
for immediate implementation, and that 
would cost an estimated $380,000; he’s 
grouped together some more projects in 
a “ holding pattern.’’ for future con­ 
sideration, and estimated to cost $465.000 
at today’s prices; and designated 
another group of proposals estimated to 
cost $259,000, “ on-going piograms” to be 
funded if at all from the general fund; 
and with a note of finality shelved 
another group of proposals as not needed 
at this time “ Nice, but not necessary.” 
was the way Bloom described the latter. 
It remains to be seen what the Cer­ 
tificated Employe Council will think 
about all this. The CEC and the board’s 
representatives will “ meet and confer,” 
on the question soon It could be one of 
the last of the vitally important sessions 
the two groups will hold under the aegis 
of the Winton Act As most readers know 
the act. which has held sway for a 
decade, will slip into the history books 
next year, giving way to the new collec­ 
tive bargaining act for school employes. 
Considering the pressure that the ad­ 
ministration has been under from the 
various directions, it was nothing short 
of brilliant compromise to come up with 
a list of priorities for use of the windfall 
monies, and particularly so. considering 
another note that Bloom sounded Tues­ 
day. 


Bloom and some of his top aides are 
seriously concerned about the 
deteriorating condition of some of the 
school plants. They believe in short that 
some of the windfall monies should be 
laid aside to handle the repair of roofs, 
the replacement of heating systems or

for other equally necessary, and present­ 
ly unforeseen capital outlay. The school 
board replaced the heating system at 
Hapgood School recently and assistant 
superintendent Mel Wilde noted Tuesday 
that the system in another school was 
shaky. 
Bloom and others noted that many of 
the district’s schools are getting along 
toward their 15th birthday and that roofs 
and other building features could be get­ 
ting close to their life expectancy. 
These are some of the ingredients of 
the current dialogue. Still to be heard 
from is the CEC, as noted previously, 
and. as not noted previously in today's 
column, the general public Public senti­ 
ment, at least as expressed at school 
board meetings, has ranged from Ed 
Rodgers’ blunt suggestion to use the 
windfall monies for a future tax cut, to 
the serious suggestion that the money be 
kept in the bank to garner interest for the 
district. 
Some of the public interest may be in 
the process of being served by the mere 
fact that the lions share of the recom­ 
mendations favor the expansion of 
vocational education in contrast to ex­ 
penditures for more academic subjects.

WASHINGTON - The Washington 
police attempted to plant an informant in 
the household of Ethel Kennedy, widow 
of the late Sen Robert Kennedy, in 1971 
to spy on the Kennedy crowd 
The informant, E. Robert Merritt. Jr., 
also committed burglaries and other 
dirty deeds not only for the police but for 
the FBI Indeed, con­ 
fidential FBI files say 
of him: “ Nothing has 
developed ... to in­ 
dicate that the infor­ 
mant has furnished 
other than reliable in­ 
formation.” 
The police provided 
Merritt with Ethel 
Kennedy’s private 
phone number and 
home address. He was 
instructed to apply for 
a job opening as 
gardener-driver at the Kennedy 
residence and then to use the position to 
gather information about the friends, as­ 
sociates and members of the Kennedy 
family. 
This particular plot fell through, but he 
completed many even more bizarre un­ 
dercover assignments. Under the 
guidance of his attorney Alan Cilman, 
the 31-year-old Merritt has now told us 
about some of his exploits: 
— When antiwar demonstrators 
descended upon Washington on May Day, 
1971, the police asked Merritt to in­ 
filtrate the inner circle and to spy on ac­ 
tivist leaders Jack Davis, Rennie Davis 
and a young lawyer named Ray Twohig. 
The police gave Merritt pills and 
marijuana to plant on Twohig Merritt 
was also instructed to distribute bad 
drugs, including blue-striped capsules 
that caused nausea, and to disrupt the 
dem onstrations by cutting the 
microphone wires. 
— At the instigation of FBI agent 
William Tucker, Merritt entered the Red 
House Bookstore, which is associated 
with prison reform, and swiped mail 
which he turned over to the FBI. 
— The undercover operative also 
picked up a box of addressed envelopes 
left outside the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations and delivered 
them to FBI agent Terry O’Connor. 
— Merritt was also instructed to spy 
on the Institute for Policy Studies, a 
respected left-wing research group. Told 
to take anything he “ could get away 
with.” he walked off with a sack that 
turned out to contain first-class letters. 
He turned over the mail to the F B I’s 
Tucker, who retained it for study and 
later asked him to return it. 
— Both the FBI and Washington police 
asked Merritt for any gossip he could 
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glean about the following Members of 
Congress: Senators Tom Eagleton, D- 
Mo., Hubert Humphrey, D-Minn., Ted 
Kennedy, D-Mass., Charles Mathias, R- 
Md., George McGovern, D-S.D . Lee 
Metcalf, D-Mont., Ed Muskie, D-Me., 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., Abraham 
Ribicoff. D-Conn., and Stuart Symington, 
D-Mo., also Representatives Bella Ab- 
zug, D-N.Y., Mario Biaggi. D-N.Y., 
Shirley Chisholm. D-N.Y., John Conyers, 
D-Mich , Ron Dellums, D-Calif., Don 
Edwards, D-Calif., Walter Fauntroy, D- 
D.C., Richard Ichord, D-Mo., Claude 
Pepper, D-Fla., and Charles Wiggins, R- 
Calif. 
Footnote: The two F B I agents, 
William Tucker and Terry O’Connor, 
declined to comment Tucker’s superior, 
Nick Starnes, also refused to comment 
but promised to investigate any ques­ 
tions of impropriety. Some of the 
Washington policemen, involved with 
Merritt, had no comment; others did not 
return our calls. 
WASHINGTON WHIRL: There’s more 
than meets the eye to the sudden confes­ 
sion of Jack Ford, the President’s son, 
that he has smoked pot. We knew he had 
experimented with marijuana and made 
repeated attempts to question him about 
it. Instead, he made the announcement 
on his own. taking credit for candor. 
— Susan Ford, the President’s 
daughter, is the star of her political 
science class at Washington’s Mt. 
Vernon College. Some of her classmates 
are grumbling, however, that the course 
is becoming a seminar on life with father 
at the White House. 
— Richard Nixon’s confidant, Rabbi 
Baruch Korff, agrees with Secretary of 


State Henry Kissinger’s private assess­ 
ment of the former President. Kissinger 
described Nixon as an “ odd, artificial 
and unpleasant man.” The Rabbi also 
agreed with Kissinger it was unusual for 
a man so uncomfortable with people to 
run for office. Korff explained to us that 
Nixon became a politician to overcome 
his shyness. 
— Ex-Vice President Spiro Agenew’s 
name may be dragged back into the 
headlines. The FBI is investigating 
reports that certain builders, with the 
right political connections, were granted 
government leases. One of Agnew’s 
cronies, the FBI has learned, wangled a 
questionable $45 million lease. 
— Art Sampson, the federal 
government’s former chief housekeeper, 
was supposed to leave the General Ser­ 
vices Administration on October 15. But 
he will remain on the payroll as a consul­ 
tant at a $37,800 annual salary The White 
House asked him to advise his successor 
about such thorny problems as GSA’s 
custody of the Nixon papers and dealings 
with the computer industry. 
— Japan’s Emperor Hirohito was the 
first to sign his name in Vice President 
Nelson Rockefeller’s new guest book. 
With great dignity, the emperor began 
scratching his name in the book But his 
hand slipped, and he spilled ink all over 
the blank pages. 
— Conservatives now use Congres­ 
swoman Bella Abzug, D-N.Y., as the 
yardstick for assessing liberals. The 
Conservative Committee for the Sur­ 
vival of a Free Congress, for example, 
has targeted 35 House liberals for defeat 
in 1976 The victims were chosen by com­ 
paring their voting records with those of 
battling Bella.

Government spending 


WASHINGTON — For one observer, a 
quick trip across the country with stops 
at half a dozen cities gives evidence that 
President Ford’s antispending cam­ 
paign is gaining support. It is close to the 
primary concern of most Americans, 
which is inflation and the rising price 
spiral. 
Two Democratic 
governors, Edmund G. 
Brown Jr. in Califor­ 
nia and Michael 
Dukakis in M as­ 
sachusetts, are taking 
the same line. Moving 
against the traditional 
liberal 
welfare- 
current of their party, 
they are winning 
followers in unex­ 
pected quarters. 
On the international 
scene 
the 
same 
resistance to big spending is apparent. 
Frequently questions were raised about 
the proposed $3.3 billion to go Israel and 
Egypt as one consequence of the Sinai 
disengagement. Why should the United 
States have to pay such a high price for 
peace? 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger’s 
answer is that a new Middle East war 
would cost many times that amount. If it 
was accompanied by another oil em­ 
bargo. or even a partial embargo, the 
chances for economic recovery in the 
West would go down the drain. 
While that is the logic of the price tag 
on this new short step toward peace, it 
does not reassure the doubters who see 
foreign spending contributing to the huge 
deficits that lie ahead just as surely as 
domestic spending. And they question 
the contradiction of a flat no to New 
York City's plea for help with the ready 
compliance with the shopping list sub­ 
mitted by Israel. 
What seems likely to come out is from 
$2.2 to $2.3 billion for one year for Israel 
and perhaps $650 million for Egypt 
Military aid to Israel was a foregone 
legislative conclusion even before the 
Sinai disengagement. 
An open-ended amendment to an ap­ 
propriation bill put in by Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson was, in effect, a pledge for all 
that Israeli military planners consider 


essential. 
Some provisions in the Sinai agree­ 
ment, a secret until they were leaked, 
caused deep disquiet in Congress. Par­ 
ticularly the promise to consider supply­ 
ing Israel with Pershing missiles which 
have a ground-to-ground range of 400 to* 
450 miles. 
This would make every city in the 
Arab world a target. In a report filed 
after a Middle East swing by a congres­ 
sional delegation, Rep. David R. Obey, 
D.-Wis. senior member of the appropria­ 
tions subcommittee which has jurisdic­ 
tion over all foreign military and 
economic aid programs said: “ I believe 
we would be doing Israel and the cause of 
peace a long-term favor by reducing sub­ 
stantially the amount of aid being 
requested for Israel by the Administra­ 
tion. limiting it to an amount necessary 
to keep Israel’s economy viable and to 
maintain its existing military capability 
Any additional military assistance 
should be limited only to an amount 
necessary to offset any increases in the 
offensive capabilities of the Arabs.” 


Obey contended that aid in the 
magnitude proposed by the Administra­ 
tion would encourage the belief in Israel 
that there is ample time available to 
work out basic issues and a further dis­ 
engagement on the West Bank and the 
Golan Heights. The fear, shared by 
others, is that the momentum for peace 
in this first step will be lost. 


The military budget in Pentagon terms 
is $104 billion. With military assistance 
to various nations, including Israel, it is 
$107 billion. Ford takes this as 
sacrosanct, though it is larded with 
money for new weapons development 
that will add to the extraordinary 
arithmetic of overkill both in nuclear 
stockpiles and delivery systems. 
As each new weapon increases in com­ 
plexity the cost triples and quadruples. 
Rhetoric on the imperative of American 
defense is all too familiar Like the 
weapons that proliferate, it is stockpiled, 
ready for instant use if Congress ran­ 
domly cuts a billion from the detense 
budget How does this go over with a 
public ready to believe that social- 
program spending must be curbed? It’s 
hard to sav.
